Chriſt) well diſpoſed in minde, This I premile, thar 
you: 
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ou may be ſatisfied char what I write proceeds not 

y phanraling cerrour of minde, but from a 

fober reſolution of what concerns my (elt,and catoeſt 
defireto do you more good ater my death, then mine 
Example(God of his mercy pardon the badnefs of it) 
in my life-time may do you harm, I will not ſpeak 
ought of the vaniry of this world ; your own age and 
experience will ſave that labour : Bur there is a cer- 
rain thing that goeth up and down the world , called 
Religion, dreſſed and pretended phantaſtically, and to

A Maſter (as Selden exprefleth it , tam ſeveriorum 
Juan amenurumn Literarum,Hiltory-proteſior of 
Leyden,Secretary and Bibliothecary of the ſame Uni- 
verlity, and 4 Notary of te Synod of Dort, 
ſaid ar laſt , Alas,as to humane Learning,l may uſe 
Solomon's expreſhons , That which us crooked canzot be 
made ſir att. 

We may underſtand it ſeveral ways, Firſt, all 
our Knowledge , by reaton of mans corruption, is 
bur a crooked, ragged, impedite Knowledge ; and for 
that reaſon, a vexation to the minde : for Reairude 
is full ct beauty, and Crookednefs of deformity. In 
mans Creation, his Underſianding ſhould have wal- 
ked in the ſtrait path of Truth, ſhould have bad a di- 
ſtin& view of Cauſcs and Effects in their immediate 
ſuccefſhons : bur now, {in hath mingled ſuch Confu- 
lion with things, that the Minde is fain to take many 
crooked and vaſt compaſles for a little uncertain 
knowledge, Secondly , the weaknets of all natural 
knowledge is {cen inthis, that we cannor any way 
either prevent or corre the crookedneſsof the (mal- 
leſt things , much leſs to make a man {olidly or ſub- 
ſtancially happic, Thirdly ,That which us crooked can- 
wot be made ſtrait, It is impoſhble tor a man, by the 
exateſt knowledge of natural things » to make the 
nature of a man, which by {in 15 departed from its 
primitive rectitude,(irait again; to repair that image 
of God, which is ſo much diſtorted ; when they knew 
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God, they glorified him not as God , they became Vain 172 
thetr tmagtnations , and therr fooliſh heart was darkned : 
'Tis the Apollle's ſpecch of the wileſt Heathen, Ar:- 
fotle, the moſt rational Hcathen man that the world 
knows of , in his Do&rine confeſſerth the diſability 
of moral Knowledge to reftifhe the intemperance of 
Nature; and made it good 1n his Practice : for he 
uſed a common Strumpet to {atisfie his luſt, Seneca 
likewiſe, the exaQeſt Sroick rhat we meer with, then 
whom never any man writ more divinely tor the con- 
eempr of the world, was the richeſt Ulurer that ever 
we read of in ancient Storics z rhouzh thar were a 
fin diſcovered and condemned by the Heathen them- 
ſelves, 

A ſecond ground of vexation from Knowledge, 1s 
the defefts and imperfeRtions of tt : that which 45 
wanting cannot be numbred. There are many thou- 
ſand Concluſions in Nature , which the inquiſitive 
judgement is not able to pierce intro, nor refolve into 
their juſt Principles : nay , the more a man know- 
eth , thelefs diſcovery he maketh into the things hc 
knoweth. 

Thirdly , in much wiſ'om is much grief 5 and ++ 
that increaſeth knowledge , tycreaſeth forrow, [n Civil 
wiſdom, the more able a man 1s, the more {ervice 15 
caſt upon him : and the more buſineſs he runs cho- 
row , the Icfs enjoyment he hath of time or liberty, 
His eminence loads him with cnvie, jealoutfic, obfcr- 
vation, ſufpicion z torcerh him oftentimes npon un- 
welcome compliances, upon colours and inventions, 
2 palliate unjuſt counſels, and tiop the clamours of 
gainſaying Conſcience ; fills him with fears of un1{- 

. carriage 
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carriage and diſgrace, with projc&s of humour and 
plautibility , with relticfs thoughts how to diſcover, 
prevent,conceal, accommodate the adverſaries or his 
own affairs: 1n one word, is very apt to make him a 
ſtranger to God and bis own foul. In other Lear- 
ning, let a man bur con(1der, firtt, the confuſion. un- 
certainty, involvedncfs,perplcxity of Cauſcs and Ef- 
teas, by mans fin, Secondly, the pains of body, the 
travel ot the minde, the {wear of the brain, and tug- 
ging and plucking ot the underſtanding , the very 
drudgery ot the ſoul, to break thoro'v that conſution 
and her own dithcultics, Thirdly, the many invinci- 
ble doubrs and crrours which will (till blemiſh our 
brigheett notions, Fourthly,the great charges which 
the very initruments and furaicure of Learning puts 
men to. Fitrhly, ehe general ditreſpect which(when 
all is done) it findes in che world ; great men fcorn- 
ing it as Pedanery , ordinary men unable rotake no- 
tice of ir, and great Scholars are fainto make up a 
Theatre amonglt themiclves, Sixchly the iaſ{uthci- 
encie thereot ro wake up what 15 amiſs in our nature, 
the malignant property it hath to pur fin into ar- 
mour, to contemn the tumplicity and purity of Gods 
Word. And laſtly, the neer approach thereoffum 

its own period ; the fawe death that attendeth us, 

being ready allo to bury all our Learning in the 

grave with us, Theſe, and itinite the like confi- 

derations , muſt nceds mingle much ſorrow with the 

choiceſt Learning. 

Merthinks I could bid che world tarewel , and im- 
more my {clt among my Books, and icox forth no 
more , (were ita lawtul courſe ) bur ſhut che doors 
a vp0A 
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upon me, and(as in the lap of Erernity)among tl.o{& 
divine ſouls employ my felt in {weet content, and pi- 
tie the rich and great ones that know not this happi- 
neſs, Sure then it is a high delight indeed, which in 
the true lap of Erernity is enjoyed !
